Tho cars havo coino, but not the tinkle.

The Free Coacert Haloon. . 


For some time past arrangements havo 


been in progress for the establishment of 
a concert saloon, or "bijou," in connection 
with the "Chapm & Gore" saloon, on 
West Milwaukee street, kept by the 
Hickson brothers. The 
arrangements 


were completed and the first ''entertain- 
ment" was given on Monday evening 
last. Mayor Croft, aud those iu authori- 
ty under him, wero quick in forming the 
conclusion that Jauesville did not need 
such a place of questionable amusement, 
aud immediately took the necessary stops 
to close tho ''free-and-easy" part of tho 
establishment, On Monday night the 
proprietors of th« saloon undertook to 
evade the spirit of the law by selling 
their liquors and cigurs at an increased 
price, and giving all patrons free ad- 
mission 
to 
the 
"show.'1 
This 


they considered sufficient, but after an 
interview with Marshal Hogau, they con- 
cluded to take out a license, and for that 
purpose on yesterday applied to the city 
treasurer, who receipted for the money, 
but City Clerk Church, who has charge of 
the license department of the government, 
declined to issue a license. About four 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
Marshal 


Hogan served a complaint on Harry B. 
Hickson, charging him with a violation 
of the license ordinance, aud upon his 
appearance before the municipal court 
shortly after, he plead guilty to tho com- 
plaint, and was fined 813 and costs, 
amounting to 821.18, which was prompt- 
ly paid. City Attorney Hyzcr appeared 
for the prosecution, and Pliny Norcross 
for the defendant.

not repeated last night. 


The proprietors of tho above named 


saloon came to this city last October and 
fitted up their place of business in a 
princely manner, and gave outward indi- 
cations that the establishment would be a 
model saloon so far as law and order were 
concerned; but few days elapsed, however 
before tho gilt edgo of tho interior finish 
became soiled, and the establishment 
suddenly dropped down to a common 
level with the other places where liquor 
is sold. To keep up their suddenly ac- 
quired "reputation, they commenced to 
add "attractions," in tho way of instru- 
mental [music, a gymnasium, etc., until 
tho occurrenc of Monday night.

forenoon we visited the 
saloon, and 


learned from tho proprietors tuat they 
did not intend to violate any law; that 
they came here to do a legitimate saloon 
business the same as any other law-abid- 
ing citi^au, that iu the inauguration of 
tho concert saloon they proposed to J;eep 
it within the letter o£ the law, paying 
their license in accordance with the ordi- 
nauce, but if the city authorities refused 
to grant them a license, they did not pro- 
pose to make acy trouble. 


While wo are inclined to__believc the 


statements of the proprietors, regarding 
their concerts; yet we do not believe tho 
people ot Janesvillo desire to take their 
chances in allowing these vuviety shows 
to gain a foot-hold here; Ju evidence of 
this, we here nothing but praise for City 
Clerk Church' iu refasiug to issue a li- 
cense to this show, and Marshal Hogau 
and Mayor Croft aro unanimously en- 
dorsed for the manner an which tho ordi- 
nance Jwas put in force.
